Cook has 
also been held as a witness against 
Moore, who, police says, signed a con­ 
fession In which he admitted he fired 
after Cairns attacked him with a 
club. 
The three mea had established a 
camp near the old vehicle bridge west 
of Smiths Ferry. 
Moore and Cook 
claimed that Cairns became quarrel­ 
some when they refused to accompany 
him to the home of a woman, who 
resided on the hillside above 
the 
creek, and started toward Moore with 
a club. Cook, they asserted, attempt­ 
ed to stop Cairns 
and 
the 
latter 
struck him. 
Moore, fearing that he was about 
to be overtaken, stopped, pulled a 
gun from his pocket 
and 
ordered 
Cairns to halt. When Cairns raised 
his club to strike 
him, Moore said 
that he fired.

So America, and the world, has its first “billionaire.” That 
notable distinction is given to Henry Ford. There is said to be 
statistical evidence drawn from government sources. 
And what is it to be a billionaire? 
The ordinary reply, perhaps, would be that it is to have 
everything you want; to command all the luxuries of the world; 
to live in splendor and ease. At least, thai is the primitive, old­ 
fashioned view. 
But evidently Henry Ford does not answer this description. 
If he had everything he wanted, would he continue enlarging 
his business, seeking out new industrial methods and fields of 
enterprise? 
Ti tie, he can satisfy all personal wants that money can pro­ 
vide for. But his personal wants do not seewe great. He makes 
no lavish display. He flaunts no more luxury than many a mere 
billionaire. He eats no more costly food, wears no finer clothes, 
drives no better car, than many a man-with only a few thousands 
of income. And what expenditure he does make on himself and 
his family seems intended to keep him fit for further wort rather 
than to give him pleasure or ease. 
It has been that way with nearly all the men grown very 
rich in this great industrial and commercial age. 
.Power it give* him, to be sure—vast power. 
And perhaps 
the sense of power is the greatest reward of our captains of in 
dustry and finance. Yet in his case, as in Hie case of most men 
of his kind, it is power used less for self-aggrandizement than for 
social service. 
Even the personal impression made by these men of great 
wealth is not what might be expected. An American play called 
“The Billionaire” which was popular a couple of decades ago rep­ 
resented the leading character as a man of strenuous personal 
force, a dynamo of energy, radiating power and dominating every­ 
one who .come into his present. Actually, our Fords and Rocke­ 
fellers and Carnegies and Meltons are found to be rather quiet, 
mild, shy persons, almost overwhelmed by the weight oftheir 
wealth, and not quite understanding it.

The ceram ics course is not confined 
to high school stu d en ts but a separate 
course w ill be offered for adults. T hese 
classes w ill m eet at nig h t and are in­ 
tended prim arily for those new em ­ 
ployed in th e p ottery industry and who 
wish to obtain a w ider know ledge of 
the trad e in w hich they earn th eir 
livlihood. 'P la n s for the night school 
ill be announced w ithin the next few 
days.

BACK FROM T R I P 


Overseas Delegation Re­ 
sents Attitude of 
French People. 


W ASH INGTON , Sept. 15.—A cha! 
lenge to P resid en t Coolidge to demand 
from F ran ce paym ent in full or “com­ 
plete repudiation” or h e r $4,000,000,- 
000 w ar debt was voiced here today by 
Senator T. H. Caraway, (D. of A rkan­ 
sas), ju st retu rn ed from an European 
tour. 
Much incensed at the anti-American 
sentim ent in F rance, Caraway declar­ 
ed the present debt funding agreem ent, 
“cancelling half the d eb t” and giving 
the French people G2 years to “pay 
the rem ainder,” should be abandoned. 
He called on the president to take this 
action and 
issue 
an ultim atum to 
F rance to “ pay iii full or repudiate in 
full,” the money loaned her by the 
American people during the war. 
No 
other course, said Caraway, will re ­ 
store A m erican prestige abroad. 
Like a half dozen o th er m em bers of 
the overseas delegation of the senate, 
C araw ay retu rn ed from France filled 
with resen tm en t ag ain st the French 
governm ent 
and French people. 
H-î 
took offense not only a t the French 
governm ent’s 
attitu d e 
on the debt 
question but tow ard the “contem ptu­ 
ous disregard of the F rench people 
for the nation which helped them dur­ 
ing the war. 
C araw ay 
predicted 
the 
present 
French debt settlem ent would be re­ 
jected by th e senate. 
C araw ay also proposed that congress 
e n act legislation 
bringing back all 
A m erican dead from France. 
T heir 
graves and m onum ents in American 
cem eteries have been desecrated with 
“foul epithets,” he said. To leave the 
Am erican dead abroad, he added, is to

h atred and contem pt.

Districts of County 


ROADS DAMAGED 
BY RECENT RAINS 


Trustees of Washington township 
advised the 
county 
commissioners 
Monday afternoon of the severe dam­ 
age done by recent rains to a num­ 
ber of roads in that township, au l 


Because township, school district 
and 
municipal corporation officials 
have been in the habit of asking to: 
more advance money from the Coun­ 
ty Auditor fiilmer. E .. Walker than Is 
necessary for th flf needs until the 
settlem ent period*, there has been a 
heavy loss of depository interest to 
these taxing districts. 
East Liver­ 
pool school district lost $205 deposit­ 
ory interests because of its withdraw­ 
al of $50,000 from the county before 
the settlem ent warrants were issued. 
There are 70 taxing districts in tho 
county, and there is to be paid IS 
townships $1,808.21 depository inter­ 
est money, and $7,417.43 is to be paid 
from this interest fund to 40 school 
districts. 
The 12 municipal corpora­ 
tions will have apportioned $4,258.90. 
County funds will be credited with 
$22,138.91, and the state will receive 
$91.11. 
The total amount banks paid 
for the use of county money, accord, 
ing to the depository interest sheet 
is $35,215 37. 
It has been pointed out by County 
Auditor Walker that officers in many 
taxing districts for years have asked 
for more money than required to meet 
immediate needs before the tax settle­ 
ment period, in some instances $10.- 
000 being asked when less than $5,000 
would be sufficient to meet all cur­ 
rent reouirements. 
While the offi­ 
cers of the taxing districtSfthave plac­ 
ed their funds in banks on Interest, 
the interest paid on these local funds 
is not as large as that received by the 
county, and as a result the taxing dis­ 
trict is losing money by making such 
heavy demands upon the County Aud­ 
itor for excess advances.

Districts of County 


Because township, school district 
and 
municipal corporation officials 
have been in the habit of asking fo: 
more advance money from the Coun­ 
ty Auditor ÎSlmèr E. W alker than Is 
necessary for th flf needs until the 
settlem ent period* thfere has been a 
heavy loss of depository interest to 
these taxing districts. 
East Liver­ 
pool school district lost $205 deposit­ 
ory interests because of its withdraw­ 
al of $50,600 from the county before 
the settlem ent warrants were issued. 
There are 70 taxing districts in tho 
county, and there is to be paid IS 
townships $1,308.21 depository inter 
est money, and $7,417.43 is to be paid 
from this interest fund to 40 school 
districts. 
The 12 municipal corpora 
tions will have apportioned $4.258.00. 
County funds will be credited with 
$22,138.91, and the state will receive 
$91.11. 
The total amount hanks paid 
for the use of county money, accord­ 
ing to the depository interest sheet 
is $35,215.37. 
It has been pointed out by County 
Auditor W alker that officers In many 
taxing districts for years have asked 
for more money than required to m eet 
immediate needs before the tax settle­ 
ment period, in some instances $ 1 0 ,- 
000 being asked when less than $5,000 
would be sufficient to meet all cur­ 
rent renuirem ents. 
W hile the offi­ 
cers of the taiyng districtoyiave plac­ 
ed their funds in banks on interest, 
the interest paid on these local funds 
is not as large as that received by the 
county, and as a result the taxing dis­ 
trict is losing money by making such 
heavy demands upon the County Aud­ 
itor for excess advances.

Billionairedom 
So America, ami Hie work!, has its first "billionaire." That 
notable distinction is given to Henry Ford. 
There is said to be 
statistical evidence drawn from government sources. 
And what is it to be a billionaire? 
The ordinary reply, perhaps, would be that it is to have 
everything you want; to command a1! the luxuries of the world; 
to live in splendor and ease. At k ast, thai is the primitive, old­ 
fashioned view. 
,. 
But evidently Henry Ford does not answer this description. 
Jf he had everything he wanted, would he continue enlarging 
his business, seeking out new industrial methods and fields of 
enterprise? 
True, he can satisfy all personal wants that money can pro­ 
vide for. But his personal wants do not seenie great. He makes 
no lavish display. Me flaunts no more luxury than many a men1 
fnillionaire. He eats no more costly food, wears no finer clothes, 
drives no better car, than many a man with only a few thousands 
of income. And what expenditure he does make on himself and 
his family seems intended to keep him fit for further wort rather 
than to give him pleasure or ease. 
It has been that way with nearly all the men grown very 
rich in this great industrial and commercial age. 
Power it gives him, to be sure vast power. 
And perhaps 
the sense of power is the greatest reward of our captains of in­ 
dustry and finance. Yet in his case, as in the case of most men 
of his kind, it is power used less for self-aggrandizement than for 
social service. 
Even the personal impression made by these men of great 
wealth is not what might be expected. An American play called 
“ I he Billionaire ’ which was popular a couple of decades ago rep­ 
resented the leading character as a man of strenuous personal 
force, a dynamo of energy, radiating power ami dominating every­ 
one who come into his present. Actually, our Folds and Rocke­ 
fellers and Carnegies and Meltons are found to be rather quiet, 
mild, shy persons, almost ovei*whe|med by the weight of their 
wealth, and not quite understanding it.

Willie Steven*, nnd 
ber routtin. Henry Carpender, who ara 
hold without bail." 
Important Witness** Present. 
Justice Parker then explained to tho 
Jurors that their first move must be 
to decide whether Dr. Hall and Mrs. 
Mill* actually were murdered.

then the jury must decide whether the
